Township suing 


Boyne City over 
industrial park 


Boyne Valley Township recently 
tiled documents at the Charlevoix 
County Circuit Court bringing suit 
against the City of Boyne City, seek- 
ing to block the city’s recent annex- 
ation of 116 acres of property from 
the township. The annexed property 
encompasses the site of Phase II of 
the Boyne City Industrial Park. 

In the suit, the township is asking 
that the court issue a temporary in- 
junction to prevent further industrial 
development at the site until several 
issues are addressed. 

Boyne Valley Township alleges 
that the property cannot be unilater- 
ally annexed by the city because it 
does not fit the legal criteria for an- 
nexation, including contiguity. Ac- 
cording to the court documents, 
Boyne Valley claims that the annexed 
property “is not legally contiguous to 
the city” and has “irregular and ger- 
rymandering boundaries with ten 
seals sides which extend Approxi- 


top of Boyne Valley Township with 
only 233.99 feet of clear touching of 
Boyne City boundaries.” 

- The suit also claims that the prop- 
erty is not owned entirely by the City 
of Boyne City, but rather that portions 
of the property come under other 
ownership. 


Tt is also contended that the an- 
nexed portion is not zoned for indus- 
trial development, and until the zon- 
ing is changed by the city 
commission’s lawful adoption of 
other zoning provisions, industrial 
development cannot continue on the 
property. 

In regard to zoning issues, Boyne 
City manager Eric Strahl said that 
“the city is in the process of chang- 
ing that.” 

The Boyne City City Commission 
adopted resolutions in August for a 
unilateral annexation of the property, 
which means that the city would an-‘ 
nex the 116 acres without the ap- 
proval of the Boyne Valley Township 
board. The city has owned the prop- 
erty for about two years, having pur- 
chased it from a private owner spe- 
cifically for the purpose of expand- 
ing the industrial park. 

Boyne Valley Township maintains 
that the property cannot be unilater- 
ally annexed because it does not meet 
the legal criteria. According to the 
court documents, the city could still 
annex the property, but would require 
the approval of the Boyne Valley 
Township Board.

The language of parenthood

From the time our children were babies, we real- 
ized that we were destined to be multi-lingual. Baby 
talk, though a challenge, eventually became our cen- 
tral way of communicating. I would always know when 
it was time to get out of the house when I greeted my 
husband from work with a “did daddy poo have a bad 
day?” 

When our two youngest sons were little, I was lucky 
enough to be a stay-at-home mom. At the time. I didn’t 
realize that I needed to take those words quite literally. 
Days could go by without adult human contact. I be- 
came a blabbering idiot whenever another grown-up 
would come to the house. And, when our daddy came 
home from work each night, I would regale him with 
hours and hours of stories about our day. After spend- 
ing 10 hours alone with little ones, I had a lot of “con- 
versation” energy stored up. 

As the kids got older the English language,.as we 


know it, became the norm. But interpretation has re- 
mained a challenge. For example, “he’s bothering me” 
usually means “I’m tired and hungry and when are we 
going to stop to eat?” I’ve discovered that touching 
each other can be a bad thing (hence the reason we pur- 
chased a vehicle with extra bucket seats), and “I didn’t 
do it” usually means they did. - 

I’ve also learned that when one of our kids says 
something rude like “give it to me,” I can usually dif- 
fuse the situation by asking them to say “please.”

Most importantly, I realized early in my parenthood 
years that when a child tells you they hate you. they 
teally mean they hate the choice you've made for them, 
or the consequence that they have chosen for a particu- 
lar behavior, or the fact that bedtime has once again 
come at an inconvenient time. 

But when a child says “I love you,” they really mean 
it.

“It sounded so cool,” said Martin, who loved the idea of inspiring 
girls to become involved in science and math. “It’s such a coo] thing 
for girls,” she said. “It opens up a new field for them.” 

And though the decision to join the trek was nota difficult one for 
Martin, the training and fund-raising have been a bil trying. “I'm 
really starting to be frantic,” she said, noting that some of the other 
women involved have had years to prepare. 

Though WomenQuest will provide all ofthe gear for the trip, in- 
cluding tents, sleeping bags, and outerwear, Martin must raise on her 
own the $10,000 necessary to take part, plus airfare. So far, she’s 
contacted various philan- 
thropic organizations and is 
looking into some grant pro- 
grams. Her brother, she said, 
may be covering her airfare. 

Physically, the trek will 
be grueling, with the group 
encountering temperatures 
as low as minus 30 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and skiing 10 
miles each day. “Probably 
my biggest worry is the tem- 
perature,” said Martin. “You 
never have the opportunity 
to get warm for three 
weeks.” 

Also, she said, crossing 
open water will be a con- 
cern, and the presence of 
polar bears is likely. Still, 
overall, she’s not worried. “I 
think there’s some risk, but I don’t feel like it's life-threatening,” she 
said. More than the physical risks, Martin has her mind on the men- 
tal aspect of the trip. “Mentally, you have to be kind of tough,” she 
said, noting that she's planning on doing a lot of reading about perti- 
nent issues in order to prepare. 

Martin has been trying to put in about two hours a day working 
out at the gym, and hopes to begin putting in some time snowshoeing 
and cross country skiing as the snow begins to accumulate. To train

The boiler was shut down and 
repaired, Classes resumed as 
scheduled the following day. 

The evacuation “went real 
smooth,” Parsons said, adding 
that it was different than a fire 
drill in that the normal evacua- 
tion route would have taken stu- 
dents through an area where 
there might have been some re- 
sidual gas. 

Students and staff, he said, 
“did a really good job.” The 
school had to postpone some par- 
ent-teacher conferences, and sent . 
a letter home with students to 
explain the incident.
